Sixteen  Iniiidrcd  and  twenty-five  Princetonians  gave 
of  themselves  in  World  War  II,  as  this  nation  and 
its  Allies  fought  to  substitute  a  reign  of  law  for  a  reign 
of  war.  From  August  7,  1942,  when  the  First  Marmes

Housing  Project  Delayed.  Although  it
